He was ar 
rested at the headquarters of the Gas 
House Workers' union, of •which he IB 
president. 


Vmconzo 
Cosmano, heart of the 


Street Sweepers' union, and Edward 
Geirun, Murphy's aides, were seized 
with him and held incommunicado. 


Postal authorities saad Murphy con- 


fessed, aftci two postal clerks, "inaidc 
dupes," had implicated him. 


Murphy succeeded "Mosy" Enrtght 


who was assassinated, as the labor 
C7sr of Chicago. He was arrested 
following Enright'e death but was 
released 


John E Norton, assistant attorney 


general who aided the government in 
the investigation, stated Tuesday that 
certain conlesaions had be«n obtained 
from Ralph Tcter and George W. 
Keeker railway mall clerks. 


"Teter said he raised his hat which

means by winch thev could insure a 
fair price i-eturn on their investments 
and labor 


"The price of grain and cotton is 


now made in Liverpool, not in Ameri- 
ca " he said 


Tho financier rrplamed that prices 


on these commodities are determined 
by the levels for American surplus, 
which is sold largely through the Liv- 
erpool market 
This condition is re- 


flected in some degree in other ex- 
ports he said 


"This situation is no discredit to the 


British " ho said 


"Under pre<=ient conditions it is per 


fectly natural and legitimate 
And 


too. the British have always beon good 
merchants." 


Baruch insisted that his trip to Eu 


rope is intended solely to renew fnend 
shipa with

officials 
which

The resolu- 
tion itself does not bind Germany or 
in aiiy way establish peace with Ger- 
many

layed because so far as domestic laws,

Air Harding realizes that the peace 


resolution of Congress g»es only part 
of the wny and that bo must then ne- 
gotiate a treaty which will establish 
diplomatic relations between the Unit- 
ed States and Germany. The execu- 
tive has felt th.it it vvos unnccesbarv 
to move in that direction until con- 
gress had expressed itself. Now with 
tha prospect of an early passage of 
tho peace 
resolution, Mr 
Harding 


feels that the responsibility for the 
next step is upon him. Ho has indi- 
cated that ho Hill not delay action. In 
responds to an inquiry as to whether 
the treaty of Versailles would be used 
as a bos s for peace-making with the 
Central Powers, it was significantly 
pointed out tho.t the president hod not 
withdrawn the statement made in hit> 
address to Congress, namely, that it 
might be wiser to "engage under the 
existing tiea,ty" than to attempt a new 
treaty with Germany 


Tho truth of th/i 
matter, as ex-

is that the United States is not deal- 
ing with GermaJiy at all but with the 
allies.

The action of the Outagainie 
county 


rural school hoards in voting a reduction 
of '^0 per cent in wages of rural teachers 
for the coming year is. we believe, unwar- 
ranted. unwise and-far from the best in- 
terest? of .the county and does not meet 
the will of ihe majority of parents whose 
children are entrusted to these teachers 
for their early education. 


School officials of the county who are 


more interested m the 
cause of educa- 


tion than in saving a few dollars, say that 
this movement cannot help but lower the 
efficiency of our rural teaching force, and 
that it is radically unfair to cut wages of 
all teachers alike- regardless of their abili- 
ty nr fitness for the work. In recent years 
efforts have 
been made to bring the 


teaching profession up to a salary level 
in keeping with other commercial posi- 
tions, but in spite of the fact that salaries 
have been raised, thousands of teachers 
have shifted into more remunerative lines 
of work. 


It is fortunate, indeed, that we can still 


find teachers who will continue in the pro- 
fession at higher wages. But m Outagamie 
county along 
comes the rural 
school 


boards and say that the teachers for the 
coming ypar must take 20 per cent less, 
regardless of their competence or fitness. 
It is a step backward in our country 
school system. It cannot help but prove 
that very thing. If salary reductions at 
this time were warranted, it would be a 
d'fferent matter, but they are not. Most 
rural teachers are compelled to pay board 
and r<">om in the vicinity in which they 
teach, but we have not seen any record 
of a ^11 per cent cut in these essentials. 
It seems, too. that in 
this instance the 


qualifications of teachers 
is secondary. 


The first question is "how little can we 
get teachers to -work for?" 


Those who want better rural schools, 


better early training for their sons and 
daughters 
should 
promptly raise their 


voices in protest against this unwarranted 
action. Omagamie r-oruity has the means 
and ability Jo give its boys and girls the 
best in schooling. Only the best of teach- 
ers should be engaged for this purpose- 
teachers who have been trained for their 
work, who understand the minds and 
characteristic's of children and how to get 
the best from them, who are acquainted 
wilh rural problems, aaid who have done 
enough leaching under careful supervi- 
sion to know how to teach. Pueh teachers 
cannot, however, be found for Outagamie 
county if such an ''inducement" is held 
out to them as a 20 per cent cut in salary. 


NEGROES FOR THE NORTH

The Philadelphia Record connects the 


Shocking race riots in Tulsa, Oklahoma. 
East St. Louis. Chicago and Omaha with 
"the remarkable transference 5n recent 
years of large black 
populations from 


Southern to Northern states, with conse- 
quent disturbance of social conditions in 
many communities 
in which the Negro 


was not formerly a conspicuous factor." 
After giving figures s-howing a consider- 
able movement of Negroes from South to 
North and indicating that it will go on 
increasing, 
the Record says further: 


''Both 
the social and political conse- 


quences of this migration seem likely to 
be increasingly important in the future. 
The white man of the North must take up 
the burden which is falling from the 
shoulders of the southern white, and he 


Vi/likely to find it among his most trou- 


blesome problems in the years to come." 


It might well have been added that as 


the northern whites take up a share of 
this burden they will become less critical 
than formerly of the white south's fail- 
nre in the past and in the present to avoid 
race difficulties. But to say that the "bur- 
den" already is "falling" from the shoul- 
ders of the sonth is to leap far ahead of 
the facts as they are at present. The 
iouth is still the home of. the great bulk 


of the Negroes. The estimate that half 
a million to a million blacks have migrat- 
ed to the north and west during the past 
ten years may be sufficiently correct. The 
census of 1920 showed an actual decrease 
of the Negro population in Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi and a similar ten- 
dency to a less extent in all the southern 
states. There has been a great falling off, 
for example, in South Carolina, one of the 
only two southern states with a greater 
population of blacks than whites. 
South , 


Carolina's negro majority in 1900 was 
224.514 and in 1910 it was 156.682; 
in 1920 it was only 46.181. 


That northward migration will continue 


is probable. No doubt impetus has re- 
cently been imparted to it by the wide dis- 
cussion of Governor Dorsey's crusade 
against peonage in Georgia. The blacks go 
northward and westward in the hope of 
getting better wages and finding better 
conditions. 
But sometimes they must 


think that they have leaped from the fry- 
ing pan into the fire, for they can hard- 
ly fail to prefer southern lynchings of Ne- 
gro criminals or suspected criminals to 
northern and western race riots in which 
all Negroes are attacked and the torch is 
applied to whole municipal sections oc- 
cupied by Negroes. 


If in the future there shall be a more or 


less equal 
distribution 
of the blacks 


throughout the "United States, and if 
meanwhile the vacancy in the south shall 
have been filled with white settlers and 
native increase, it will be better off than 
it has been for a century. Though such a 
distribution may not be welcomed in the 
north and west, it has long been the hope 
of Thoughtful southerners, notwithstand- 
ing the industrial south's inevitable oppo- 
sition to the temporary inconvenience of 
a reduction of its cheap labor supply. 


NOT SO BAD AS IT SEEMS 


On its face, tne statement of Charles 


M. Schwab, that the steel industry is ex- 
periencing its worst slump in 40 years, 
that production is on the basis of about 
25 per cent of capacity, is discouraging. 
But it is less discouraging if we remem- 
ber that "it is always darkest just be- 
fore the dawn." "When we realize that 
the virtual nan-production of steel as well 
as other goods over any considerable pe- 
riod of time means that sooner or later the 
shortage will have to be made up. the 
outlook is more hopeful. 


Just when the business revival which 


must accompany the production of goods 
to meet demand, will occur, cannot be pre- 
dicted with certainty. 
There are many 


evidences that it will not be as long de- 
layed as some of the pessimists would have 
us believe. The reports from Europe as 
a whole indicate that 
a slow but sure 


change for the better is occurring. This 
is bound to be reflected in better condi- 
tions in this country. 


But leaving Europe out of the equation, 


it Ls not reasonable to suppose that the 
combined genius of the hundred and ten 
million people in this country is unequal 
to the task of making the necessary read- 
justments in their industrial machine, so 
that it will function to produce the goods 
which they require for their comfort and 
happiness.^ In the final analysis that is 
all there is to the problem. Business, re- 
duced to its simplest terms, is merely sup- 
plying each other's wants. In the modern 
world this is a complicated process, but 
it is absurd to assume that the people are 
not capable of soon getting control of the 
machine which they have created for this 
purpose.

DOX'T LET THIS ANHEDONIA GET YOU 
Just to make sure we all understand let m* say 


again that anhedonia is Incapacity to take pleasure 
in being alive. We'-are now harping particularly on 
splanchnic anhedonia. Not a new disease, but Just 
:i sort of reminiscential phrase which expresses the 
gloom that darkens the existence of those who drift 
along on something short of health plus, when this 
drifting is due to displacement or sagging of divers 
and sundry in'ards. 


Like eyestrain, tuberculosis, cardiovascular de- 


generation, or aenile alopecia (denudation of the 
dome m oldsters), pronounced displacement or sag- 
ging of one or more abdominal viscera (doctors 
call it splanchnoptosis—ain't it fierce?) may occur 
and exist for a considerable time before the victim 
comprehends or discovers what is the matter. That 
is to say, in each and all of the conditions 
men- 


tioned, although the victim, unless* mentally dull, 
does recognize that he lacks health plus or is not 
perfectly well, he or she may experience no symp- 
toms which would direct attention to the origin 
of the trouble. Just anhedonia, In other words. 


Now. if I suspected that any reader of these lines 


would follow what I have said on this subject, to 
the unwarrantable conclusion that he or she, hav- 
ng this here now anhedonia for certain,'must there- 
ore be suffering from a sagging stomach or some- 
hing like that, I'd discontinue this series nght 
here and return to good standard subjects like over- 
eating and bad air which do little harm to even 
lealthy persons who just imagine they have 'em. 


It may b<; safe to quote from the essay of Dr. 


Charles A. L. Reed, previously referred to: 


"Every case of chronic constipation, every case 


jf chronic headaches, every case of psychosis (men- 
al disease or disturbance).' every case of chronic 
oxemia. whether convulsive (meaning epilepsy) or 
non-convulsive (perhaps migraine), should 
be ex- 


amined with reference to the presence or. absence 
Of splanchnoptosis (sagging or displacement of^ab- 
dominal organsV (All the parenthetical explanations 
are my own). Dr. Reed says that when the usual 
clinical history has been taken the patient should 
be "stripped and a physical 
inventory 
carefully 


made front and back, from head to foot, standing 
and lying. Special search should be made for pos- 
sible foci of infection not only as primary but as 
ancillary factors in the case. The abdomen should 
be gone over, first with the patient on his back. 
next with him erect 
Then all cases, especially 


n the present status of the whole question, should 
be given an X-ray study 
" 


This isolated quotation from Dr. Reed's essay con- 


•eys a good deal which I shall consider at length in 
'urther talks on the subject: 


"With the patient lying on his back, these notes 


that is. the sounds the physician elicits on percus- 
sion of the abdomen to outline the situation of the 
various viscera) will be found approximately in their 
normal positions 
" 


In other words, posture is an important factor 


n the causation and relief of displaced viscera.

The New Buildings 


The others are long blocks of brick

against, they are distinctly inferior 
to the old be-columned buildings. 


The last anybody really heard of 


art in connection with

ly on Pennsylvania 
avenue is that 


they face 
backwards. 
The 
White 


House, War Department, and Treas 
ury in an impressive row. all present 
their back yards to cameras and vis- 
itors alike. The fronts, far more at- 
tractive, face on parking, and would 
he scarcely recognized in a picture, 
even by Washingtonians. 


This situation is partly due to the 


fact that there is no direct thorough- 
fare at the real front of these build- 
ings as there is at the back. 
The 


street on which they race travels a 
round-about 
way past 
the 
White 


House gardens which bulge in exas- 
perating curves. Business, even gov- 
ernment business, seeks the quicker 
back door route. 


L'Enfant's plan received one of its 


first jolts in this front-door-versus- 
back proposition. Then Pennsylvania 
avenue was knocked one-sided at the 
Treasury Department and 
the- view 


from the Capitol to the Whita House, 
supposed to be one beautiful mile- 
long vista, was rut into two pieces. 
Since then tho intentions of Congress 
have always been good, but extenu- 
ating circumstances have too often 
been plead as an excuse for sacrific- 
ing art. If Washington continues as 
it is heading now it can only be ex- 
pected to drop in the list of beautiful 
capitals to an unenviable place.
